tation. Fifteen years ago this day 1 
stood before eome of you who are 
present to-day, and performed this 
pleasant duty, just previous to my 
lopurturo for Mexico to. enter upon 
ihe duties of an otlicial trust, ana to 
'lay it is just previous to my depar 
ture for Florida, where myself and 
fumily will in future n-side, and 
therefore history repeats itself. Sev- 
enteen times this beautiful service 
has been performed upon these sacred 
grounds where rests tbe body of our 
brave soldiers who sacrificed their 
lives in the greatest rebellion thut is 
known to history. Before proceeding 
further, I would 8'iy a few words iu 
regard to tbe Grand Army of tht* 
Uepablic. It is purely a Deoatur 
.uveotion, tho first post of the order 
having boon organized in this city in 
18CC by Dr E. T. Stophonsoc, of the 
14th Illinois Volunteer Infiiutry. He 
had tried to organize posts at Sprmg- 
u'eld and Jacksonville but met with 
'jo encouragement or sympathy, but 
on April Cth, I860, he was successful 
in organizing G. A. U. Post No. 1 in 
chis city, with Brevet-Brigadier Gen- 
eral Isaac A. Pugb, a hero of three 
wars, as commander. There are now 
in this country 3500 posts with a 
membership of 250,000. It is a sol- 
dier's club without partisan or polit- 
ical feelings, and only admits soldiers 
of tbe Union, who fought in the late 
rebellion. The secrecy of the post is 
only to guard against intrusions by 
those who are not entitled to a place 
in the ranks of tbe order. The order 
reaches temperance and industry and 
intends to see no worthy soldiers, his 
wife or family 
suffer from want. 


Iu its ranks the general and private 
nre on a level. The post first organ- 
ized in this city was beset by enemies, 
and destroyed. The members withdrew 
from tbe degenerated post, politics 
having corrupted the good feelings 
that should prevail within the order; 
and Ue prestige of Post 'No. 1 was 
lost. For several years Decatur was 
without a post, but ia 1882 a good 
healthy one was organized and is now 
in a flourishing condition, and how 
no party can interfere with its work- 
ings.
